Reading of the Commissioners calendar: Bonnie Fogerty read the weekly
calendar.

AGENDA ITEM #1
MOTION TO APPROVE/DISAPPROVE: Contract 17-28 R0337043
Cascade County becomes a signatory to the Memorandum of Agreement
(MOA) addressing mitigation measures to resolve adverse effects to
historic Belt Creek Ranger Station and CCC (Civilian Conservation Corps)
camp resulting from the construction of a tree cooler, a transformer, and a
buried utility line on the site.
Carey Ann Haight presented this contract by reading the synopsis found in the
Agenda packed dated March 14, 2017. She noted that the Commission added three
items to the Memorandum of Agreement, which are:

1. Place recovered artifacts on display at the Belt Creek Ranger Station

2. Create replica artifacts and attach them to proposed interpretive signs

3. Provide Interpretation of the Belt Creek Railroad
The Historic Preservation Advisory Commission unanimously agreed on the
additions to the Memorandum of Agreement.
Mark Bodily USDA Forest Service Archaeologist & Heritage Program
Manager presented the installation of a tree cooler structure.
He stated that the CCC Camp was disbanded and decommissioned in 1999 and the
buildings were removed, and at this time, the property is a meadow used as horse
pasture and for a helipad during fire season. This project will disturb some
deposits, which will cause an adverse effect to the historic site. Therefore, the
Forest Service 1s required to consult parties to mitigate adverse effects. The Forest
Service has Memorandum of Agreement outlining the mitigation measures to these
anticipated adverse effects, and they have asked the Cascade County Commission
to be a signatory to the agreement.
Commissioner Weber questioned what time line is for implementation of the
project.




Mr. Bodily responded that it depends on the weather: but the Forest Service plans
to begin the archeological study and hopes to break ground in June on the 30 feet by
40 feet structure.

Commissioner Larson thanked Mr. Bodily for his presentations and shared his
concerns about digging in an historical archeological site. He also asked what
benefit this would be to Cascade County.

Mr. Bodily emphasized that by entering into this Memorandum of Agreement, the
Commission was able to provide input on this project, and the Forest Service agrees
to display the objects and/or replicas of found items history, as well as educate the
public by providing historical interpretative signs.

Commissioner Weber responded by noting that no buildings exist on the property
now. The structures were demolished years ago and the site has already been
disturbed by the use of helicopter, and horse pasture. She felt it was a win/win
situation and was pleased that an archeological survey will be done to record and
preserve the items and the stories from the former CCC Camp. Weber also clarified
that a tree cooler keeps trees that are being planted cooled and in their dormant
stage until they can be planted.

Chairman Larson called for a motion.

Commissioner Weber made a MOTION to approve Contract 17-28 and sign the

Memorandum of Agreement with the USDA, Forest Service outlining mitigation
of the adverse effects to the Belt Creek Ranger Station and CCC camp resulting
from the construction of a tree cooler, transformer and buried utility line project.
Motion carries 3-0

Commissioner Briggs voiced that all of Montana is covered in history and if we
were to preserve everything, no building would be built. He felt this mitigation was
reasonable and is not stopping production.

Chairman Larson called for public comment-

Public Participation in decisions of the Board and allowance of public
comment on matters the Commission has jurisdiction, on items not
covered by Today’s agenda. (MCA 2-3-103) No public comment was given.

Adjournment: Chairman Larson adjourned this Commission meeting at 9:50 a.m.
